Sir: 

Applicants respectfully request that consideration be given to the request 
for non-publication of the above-identified application being filed concurrently 
herewith. 

The instant petition is being filed due to the fact that the above-identified 
application has two corresponding Japanese applications (JP2001 -328807 and 
JP2001 -328808) which were previously filed in another country, and therefore, the 
requirements set forth under 37 C.F.R. § 1.213(a) for non-publication are not 
satisfied. However, although the above-identified Japanese applications were filed 
in another country, they were both withdrawn before publication, and therefore 
they have never been published. As explained below, as the primary basis for 
allowing an application not to be published has been satisfied (i.e., non-publication 



by another patent office outside of the US), it is respectfully requested that the 
above-identified application not be published until such time as the application 
issues as a patent. 

As noted, the two Japanese applications are Japanese Patent Application 
Nos. 2001-328807 and 2001-328808, both of which were filed on October 26, 
2001 in the Japanese Patent Office (JPO). However, both the foregoing 
Japanese applications were withdrawn prior to publication. As such, neither of the 
foregoing Japanese patent applications were or will be published by the JPO. 
Accordingly, as the primary objective of the non-publication provision set forth in 
37 C.F.R. §1.21 3(a) is to allow the Applicants to prevent the application from 
publishing if the application will not be published outside of the US, as the above- 
identified application has not be published outside of the US, it is respectfully 
requested that the instant application not be published until such time as it issues 
as a patent. 

Furthermore, it is noted that the PCT application to which the instant 
application claims priority to only designated the United States. As such, under 
PCT Article 64(3), the PCT application should not be published. 

It is noted that a Request for Non-Publication and Certification under 35 
U.S.C. § 122 is being filed concurrently herewith. If the instant petition is denied 
for any reason, it is respectfully requested that the Request for Non-Publication be 
discarded.
